The Carson Tribune notices the in- 
troduction by Mighels of Assembly 
“bin No. 88—“An act providing for 
erection of a house of refuge at 
sno within those State Prison walls.” 
“The Tribune says it will study the 
bill throughly and do all in its power 
_in advocating its passage. We can 
-weadils believe this, as also that the 
Appeal will de likewise, but if allowed 
we would ask upon what grounds. 
tne State Prison problem has been 
discussed sufficiently, and we believe 
Yegislators have for the most part 
formed opinions. Two committees 
were appointed to inspect the Reno 
walls and repogt their finding. in the 
“premises. The people of the State 
expect a fair and impartial decison in 
regard to the mattcr, and Reno asks 
no more.° This move of Speaker 
Mighels, while in accordance with 
' @arson tactics, is hardly the correct 
thing and certainly shows a weak 
cause. It is nothing more or less than 
an attempt to render the committee 
‘reports of no value, or to hamper 
them with other conditions which 
- shall render report or further consider- 
ation unnecessary. From what we 
jearn the committees were composed 
ef good men, and from such, Carson 
‘would have aright to expect justice, 
but this attempt at snap judgment 
either acknowledges Carson’s weakuess, 
or shows that she is unscupulous to a 
degree. * 

Why not await the legitimate meth- 
ods, and after fair report and discus- 
“sion, have the prison located perma- 

nently, either on Farmer Treadway’s 
Jand, or that owned by the State near 
Reno. This is certainly the proper 
' way to settle the matter, and Speaker 
“Mighels has shown that he would 
rather not trust Treadway's interests 
upon the merits of the case. 

We believe in a House of Refuge,

1° Poor’ Belknap was weighed and 


found wanting; his knavery was io: 
transparent that his own party held’ 


jhim alocf, and he was disgraced in: 


the eyes of his fellow meu. This was 
the cue, and the role of investigation | 
has been played through to the end. 
During the last two years no man in 
public life has been safe from such at- 
tacks, and whether he was guilty or 


\innocent mude no difference in his fa- 


vor. It has long ago become appar- 
ent that no good results could come 
from such indiscriminate accusations, 
and the investigators have reaped the 
full benefit of their unscrupulous 
course. Ievestigation aimed at Dem- 
ocrats has injured Republicans, and 
vice versa, so that what was underta- 
ken often in malice has harmed the 
accuser even more than the one as- 
sailed. 

We would not argue that there was 
no need of such trials, but that in par- 
tizan hands they have been made a 
source of injustice and confusion. 
They have given an in.pression that 
the American Government was noth- 
ing but un experiment being « ade by 
a parcel of tives. Investigations 
have been made to «crve personal ani- 
mosities and ambitions iu a way which 
totally disregards justice and honor. 
Such a result was to be expected from 
the strength of party lines during the 
present year, and we hope the end has 
been reached.

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HanGED To-Morrow.—To-morrow 
poor Larkin will be hanged at a 
chosen place in Virginia City. The 
place is inclosed and. but a few per- 
sons will be admitted to behold the 
horrible spectacle. Sheriff Kelly has 
made ail the necessary preparations 
with as much secrecy as possible with 
a view to quietly carry into effect the 
severest penalty of the law. And 
just here lies one of the arguments of 
capital punishment, It isa punishment 
designed to deter men from commit- 
ting the highest crimes by the great 
severity of the penalty, and yet few 
men are pernutted to witness an exe- 
cution because of its deteriorating ef- 
fects. Those who sympathize with 
the prisoner are maddened because he 
was not imprisoned, and regard the 
legal officers as themselves commit- 
ting murder through the compulsion 
of a barbarous law. Those who 
have been injured§ rejoice, and 
are even anxious to let the 
trap °fall. Uninterested spectators 
regard the sight as a horrible one, and 
the roughs look on the> affuir as 
“another man for breakfast—let’s go 
and take a drink.” This is calculated 
to deaden the moral nature and to 
harden the heart of man. It may be 
that it is the most effective means of 
preventing a repitition of the higher 
crimes, but this question is a mooted 
one. Several States of the Union and 
a number of European countries have 
abolished capital punishment; and 
increased experience and lapse of time 
prove the experiment a success. 
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Arrairns In NEw Or.LeE«Ns.—The 
New Orleans Republican of the 17th 
instant, referring to Augur's latest in- 
structions from the War Department, 
says: What is the present status, ac- 
cording to the understanding of the 
administration, is explained in the 
President's dispatch, ef which that of 
the Secretary is intended to be explan- 
atory. The Supreme Court, legally 
constituted, is to make room for five 
lawyers, called together by a private
